And when 
we goe out to war againſt our enimies, Gods law muſt order us,turn 
us about,and bridle our wayes. If this little unworthy thing proue 
better then I can preſage it wil, I'ſhal be the more willing to publiſh "EF«ison To- 
another ” ſubject , at this time by me,for fitter oportunitie when it madre 
ſeryeth. Inthe meane time I commend this to your practiſe , and hes 
youall ro Gods grace, and remaine what the Tare.

Leaſt any objc& and ſay, this was the old time, when 
things were otherwiſe, now we haue a new Law, and the 
caſe is not alike. Anſ, Let us ſee from that new law(which 
yet in ſubſtance is not another law) under the N. T. moſt 
cleare and evident places. Lute 3,12,13,14, Where manie 
comming to know their ductic, among the reſt, the Sould- 
jers they reſorte to Ibn, to learne what they ſhould doe, 
who in{truteth them to a harmeles life , not to be rude, 
but diſapproues not of their profeſſion,onely he laboureth 
to bring them toa lawfull uſe of it, Moreover, 1 Cor,9,7, 
Who goeth a Warfare any time at his owne charges * & 2 Tim, 
2,4. No man that goeth a Warfare , entangleth himſelf in the 
affaires of this life, In both which places, the ,2po/tle ma- 
keth honourable mention of wars,duely undertaken. The 
reaſon is : juſt warres are grounded upon the Law of na- 
ture, which requires defence of our ſelues, and reſcuing of 
ours. So Avraham goes out to redeeme his kinſman Lo , 
and to recover his goods, Gez, 14, 14. When Abraham 
heard, that his brother was taken captiue , he armed his 
trained ſervants, &c. grounded alſo upon the law of God, 
which requires defence of religion, 1 77m. 21,2, 3. 


2, Thefruite hereofin a juſt quarrell (the laughter of 


Gods enimies)is called the Worke of the Lord, Ier.48,10.Cur- 
ſed be he, that doth the Worke of the Lord neeligently, and that 
Wirhholdeth his ſword from blood. Now , it cannot be Gods 
worke, but in a calling , which Godalloweth, It is alſo a 
worke of fayth. For the Lords worthics Heb.11,32,33.are 
faid by fayth to haue ſubdued kingdomes. In which place, 
as the courſe of the Apoſtles diflertation ſheweth, under 
fayth is comprehended a perſ{waſion,wheteby is belceved, 

that 
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that what is done is well-pleaſing unto God, 

This then may encourage, ſettle, and aſſure you in your 
way. Onely beſtrong, and verie conragions, Ioſ.1, Let your 
hands be itrengthned,and be ye valiant. 2 Sam. 2, Be of good 
Conrage, and let us play the men for our people , and for the cit= 
ties of our God, 2 Sam.1o,12 But of this by the way, The 
conſcquent part of the words, and that which is of grea- 
teſt conſequence, is that which he warnes them of, when 
they draw forth, In theſe words, then keepe thee from everie 
wicked thing. Then | at that time eſpecially beepe thee] be- 
ware, take heede : The Heby, may anſwer here to @psg%w, 
a militarie word uſed for guarding, ſee Ph1/.4 7. the peace 
of God ſhall keepe, @pg2yre ſhall guard your hearts 1 Petr, 
1,5. kept by the power of God (@pgpx#ives !guarded, So when - 
Moſes bids them keepe themſelues, it is ſuch a keeping,asis 
a moſt ſpeciall guarding of themſelucs: it may anſwer alſo 
to that other word @g2oex, ſometime of the (ame ſigniti- 
cation in our Saviours Sermons. From everie Wicked thing] 
[dhabbary]} is both a Word and a Worke or buſines. And then, 
here is forbidden, wickednes in word or in deed , whether 
morall or ceremonial, as afterward, There be two forts of 
evill things , asevill aire , yll dyet, cold, heat, in their ex- 
treames, & this naturall diſcretion ſheweth a man to keepe 
himſclfe from, and no necde was there to ſpeakxe hereof, 


for as evcrie thing doth naturally ſeeke it good, ſodoth it 
avoide the contrarie. 2, There is the cvill of (iane,& thas 


| is it, which is here forbidden : and firſt he bids them be- 


| ware of evill, and ſecondly to beware of all evill, The ob- 


| ſervatian is , When We are going to confront our enimies., We ere. 2s 


| mu#t then eſpectally take heede of ſinne. Evill is to be taken 
| heede of alwaies ; we haue no libertic at one time to be 


| more free for ſinn,then at other times ſimplie. Gods word 
doth never conniue at our cxtravagancies ane excurkons 
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ſoules and bodies ; S$:»zealway ſtandeth in our light,and is 
a croſle barre in our wayes ; there never came good of ſin 
at any time, But there are ſome times of more ſpeciall in- 
terdiction, and of worſe conſequence if we /in, and when 
there ought to be {ſtricteſt watch againſt evi//, At ſome 
times it may be more perillous, doe more ſcath and milſ- 
chcife, For it might be here objected ; why then at other 
times we need not care, or be ſo cautious againſt evi/, Not 
ſo, but the meaning is, though at all times we are to looke 
to our ſclues, yetat this time, when we goe to warre, eſpe- 
cially. Azd take heede to your ſelues (fayth Chriſt )leaſt at any 
time your hearts be overcharged With ſurfeting, and druncken- 
nes , and cares of this life , and ſo that day come upon you una- 
wares, Take hecde (ſayth he) /eas? at any time ©: He giveth 
no time of ſinning. Warch je therefore and pray alwaies, as 
our Saviour addeth. 

Abraham when he came home from the warres,accord- 
ing to his vowe, kept himſelfc from medling with the 
goods of that k;zg , which to haue received , had beene a 
wicked thing, See 1ofh, 6,18, 4nd you in any Wiſe keepe your 


ſelues from the accurſed thing (all ſinne is an accurſed thing ) | 


leaſt ye make your ſelues accnrſed , When ye take of the accurſed 
thing , and make the campe of Iſrael a curſe and trouble it. 

2 $amM.11,11. Yriahſayd unto David,The arke and Iſrael and 
Tudah abide in tents, and my Lord Ioab, and the ſervants of my 


| 


Lord are encamped in the open field , ſhall I then goe into mine 
houſe,to eate,and to drinke,and 10 lye With my Wife ; 45 then li=| 
weit,and as thy ſoule liveth, I'wvill nos doe this thing, Whoſo- 
ever failed therein, he would not, though things in them- 


ſelues not unlawfull,onely at that time unſeaſonable. The? 


reaſons are manie and weightie, why we ſhould then for-! 
beare ſinne abouecall. 4 
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The firſt is, leaft evill weaken us before our Fnimies, & 
ſo we become a fit prey unto them, in the juſt judgment of 
God, Sinne takes away thoſe ſpirits, that life, that heart from 
men, which ought to be in them at ſuch times, - Zeſeq, 13, 
Wine and itrong drinke , and Whoredome take avay the heart, 
In the 20 of Deuz. they are bid not to feare, but ſin & wic- 
kednes doth juſtly diſanimate. Nothing in the world doth 
ſo emaſculate a man(& as it were unman him) as {/» doth, 
Sin will cut our ſfincwes, and diſfioint us, wholly enfecble, 
and diſarme us in the ſight of our enemies. Exod, 32, 25, 
2 Chr,28,19, the pcople wete made xaled before their eni- 
mies, [phararg] is to ſtrip or draw off, uncover, What,did 
Aaron or Iudah take their armour from them ? in no wiſe, 
but had occaſioned Ged ( for the finne they cauſed them to 
commit) to take his armour of defenſe from them, Striptr 
them they had in a manner,of Gods wonderfull and migh- 
tic protection , and ſo they wereas a people ſtark naked, 
Their defenſe & protection was gone from them, as is ſaid 
Num.14.,9. Feare them not, they are bread for us : their defenſe 
#5 departed from them, the meaning is, Ged had left them for 
their wickednes, and fo they became naked,and as weak as 
water. Deprived they were of the power and providence 
of Almightic God, for that time, Though we hauc no de- 
fenſe in the world, if we haue Gods proteftion , & hisarme 
over us, we want no furniture and covering: on the other- 
fide,if we haue all outward fenſe, wanting Gods proteQtion, 
We are but bare and open to our enimies. 

Secondly , we cannot do evill then , without great pre- 
ſumption , inaſmuch as we haue leaſt time to repent us of 
any evill done. Our dayes are never of the longeſt. What is 


Jour life ? fayth Tames, it is euen a vapour, Which appeareth for 


4 litle time, and then it vaniſheth, If our liues be al waics ſo 
momentanie , much more when we goe with the hoſt 
C againſt 
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4/4, We neede not prone unto you the evidence of this , 
which experience in the wars doth ever ſhew : yet for our 
temembrance,looke upon theſe places of Scripture,where 
you ſhall ſec the hazards of the wars. Dex#.20, 5,6,7, order 
is giuen for ſuch and ſuch to returne,& the reaſon is, frong 
verie great likelihood, /ea/f they dye in battell. Indg.9,17, My 
father(fayth he) fought for you,and adventured his life far. So 
that, the life of a man in the wars is in the greateſt perill, & 
venture that may be : 2 Sam.11,25. The fivord devonreth one 
as well as another, Chap. 1 5,21. Surely,in What place my Lord 
the Kint ſhall be, Whether in-death or life there Will thy ſervant 
be. 18, 3.Thou ſhalt not goe forth({aid the people to the king) 
for if We flee aWay, they Will not care for us, neither if half of us 
die , Will they care for us, &c, by all which we may ſee the 
continuall hazards we are in : at that time we carrie our 
lives in onr hands, and there is bur a ſtep berweene us and 
death. What time will there be, or place for repentance, 
in caſe we doe, eſpecially if we will, ſinne. Then to ſinne 
muſt needs be a ſinning, With a high hand, and preſumptu- 
ouſly, when we know, that for that, and other reaſons, we 
_— then to ſinne leaſt. 
hirdly , how heynouſly was God offended with the 
whole hoſt of 1ſrae/ and 7oſua for the ſinne of Achay, To. 6, 
and Num.25, with all the people, yea with the Heads,v.q5. 
Take all the heads of the people,& hang them up before the Lord 
again? the Sunne,c, Num, 16, And they fell upon their fa- 


res && ſaid, O God, the God of the fpirits of all fleſn,ſhall one man 


(mne, and Wilt thou be Wroth With a/l the Congregation ? 
Fourtkly,becauſe it is the greateft honour, when the oc- 
eaſions are greateſt, to be abſteinious from ſinne, Ar other 
ries perhaps , we haue not that freedome of our ſclues, 
we cannot alwaies do the evill we would, we arepen = 
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walled in perhaps, then if we do no evill, it is no marvail, 
but when thedore is open , as it were , and we haue more 
oportunitie to ſ{inne abroad, then not to ſinne, is greater 
glorie, Asit is a greater grace to abſtaine from druncken- 
nes and ſurfeting at feaſts & meetings, when the occaſions 
will be more, becauſe of more freedome and plentie of the 
creatures, & becauſe of the vile provocations through pro- 
phane healths, which one or ather commonly puts afoote, 
And change of p/ace brings change of objeds. CAchan had 
not had the occaſion but there where he was,to haue play- 
cd the thicf, And for Achay toabſteine at other times, was 
no praiſe to Achan,but then to haue forborn, had been his 
gloric. 1f :hou faint i in the day of adverſitie (ox,if thou art re- 
miſe in the day of ſtreights) / awry is ſmall, ( or, nar- 

row is thy vertue) Prov.24,10. If thou ſhewelſt not thy ſelf 
a man,when occaſions come upon thee, thy reſolution and 
courage is but weake. 

Fiftly,he that hath power over himſelf abroad, will un- 
doubtedly keep him ſelfat home, Let a man liue ſoberly, _ 
godly, and righteon/4 abroad, and ſuch a one ſhall be ſafer * 
from evill doing at home. 

Sixtly and laſtly,we ſhould ſo minde our calling ( hoc a- 
gere)and be ſo employed and exerciſed,ſo intent and taken 
up therein, as to finde no leaſure to ſfinne, 

This ſcrues for complaint, for (alas!)when are we more 
ſinfull,we runne into forbidden evill, becauſe it is forbid- 
den,and then eſpecially,when it is moſt forbidden. So ma- 
lignant is our nature, ſuch peccant humours are we repleat 
of,unlefle purged with a great deale of grace, It is this doth 
aggravate our (inn, that we then ſin moſt, when & where- 
in we ought to ſin leaſt. We are ſinfull enough at home, 
but when we are gone forth with the hoſt, to fight againſt 
.the common adycriarie,then,then we are exceſſiue, & tall 
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together by the cares, & fight unmanly one with another, 


then we ring of prophanenes,then towne and countrie, & 


. all places where we come, arc filled with the noiſe and cla- 
 mour of our evils, our drinking,and drabbing, & ſtabbing, 


and pillaging without reſpe of perſons, I wiſh we might 
not ſpeake ſo often of theſe things. Tis no pleaſure to us, 
to grate your cares with the unpleafant and harſh ſound 
hereof. Yet, as he that will haue his ſores cured, muſt ſuf. 
fer them to be touched, yea ſometime launced : ſo, if you 
Will hauc theſe evils healed, you muſt heare of them, and 
ſometime with bitter reproofe to them. 

Is this to keep us from evill,to run into the wilfull and 
headie praQtiſe thereof, 4s the horſe ruſketh into the barrel! ? 
And is it not uſually ſcene , that manie come ſober and ci- 
vill at leaſt,to the warrs : but when once the hoſt is gone 
forth, and they with it, they do as much forget goodnes,as 
though they had never knowne,'or beene where it grew, 
And yet ſome of them,haue had good education, graue in- 
ſtruions, ſweet plantations, and haue fproute up with the 
blofſomes of hope : ſome of them haue had religious care- 
fall parents, who haue ſown them with the ſeeds of mora- 
litic toward men, true pictic toward God, who yet , when 
they betake themſclues to the warres, looſe all civilitic , at 
frugalitie, 

Secondly,let this admoniſh you to looke better to your 
ſelues, for keeping your ſclues from ſinne, as at all times, 
ſoin the Campe, eſpecially, Haue ſpeciall care, when the 
hoſt gocth forth to battell againſt your enimie, to doe no 
wicked thing. Take ye therefore(fayth Moſes) Dewt.4,1 5.go0d 
heed unto your ſelues,leaſt you corrupt your ſelues, So, be more 
then ordinarily carcfull , that no unſeemely thing be done 
by you,or any of you,at that time aboue all other. Lay all 
thoſc forc{aid reaſons before you , and conſider well what 
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arguments diſſwaſiue they may be unto you, from ſinne 
and wickednes, when we are come out with the hoſt to 
war, And firſt, remember how it may weaken your 
hands,enfeeble your hearts,ſo that when you ſhal think 
uu ſelues,in-a manner,bewitched, it is nothing bur ſixne 


ath done it. 1eſ.3 z, 14. The ſinners in Sion are afraid , fear. 
fulnes hath ſurprized the hypocrites, And that, which is your 


weakenes,ſhall proue your enimies ſtrength, not the ſins 
which they do, who know no better, bur the fins which 
you do, The danger of fin is not ſmall.the prophet Mo- 


ſes would dehort them from it, as fr6 athing moſt per- 


nicious. Sin is deadly & hurtfull,in as much asit takes a- 
way our ſtrength from us, & giveth ſtrength to the enj- 
micagainſt us, You know,how eaſily 1ſrael was vanqui- 
ſhed by the fin of Achan. Balazm and-Balak would haue 
wiſhed no more, then that 1/rae/ might haue been more 
inſnared with ſin, whereby they ſhould ſoone hane felt 
alteration, Sin cutteth off our locks, as Dalilah did Sam- 
wn is as poyſon, which whena man hath taken in,his 

ire, his nailes fall off, & teeth looſen in his head : Such 
a poyſon is fin to the bodie ofan Armir, to the heart 
of man.it maketh all trength to fall from him,& whol- 


ly diſſolveth him in a manner, It is like the fiſh Torpedo, platoin us: 


which with her deadly, & Narcotick force, benummeth »# 
the hand of him, who commeth near to catch her. Ina 
word, itislike the Remora , which beyondadmiration 
ſtayes our courſe, as Caius the Emperonrs ſhip , when the 
whole fleete went forward; which while they won- 
dred at,and ſearch was made,they found that little crea- 
ture cleaving to the Rudder. Is that it /quoth he) with 
indignation, that withholds me? It is ſtoried of the lewes 


that while they ſinned nor, they proſpered. Becauſe God j,y;y, , 
with 16, &c, 


(Gich that Anmonitiſh captain) who haterh iniquitic was 
| C 
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them, But,whea they departed from the way he ſet them 
in,chey Were deſtroyed,led captiue had theer temple caſt downe, 
And now one thing(layth he) ſhall be their ruine if there be any 
fault by ſinne againit God in this people, enen this ſhall be their 
ruixe, let us g0 up, for We fhall foile thems: but if there be ns int= 
quitie among them (that is, if they haue kept themſelues fro 
evcrie wicked thing) /ct my Lord ({ayth he to the Generall) 
paſſe by,for we can prevaile nothing. They Will hane the honour, 
and we ſhall goe by the ſhame, For which ſpeech he hardly 
eſcaped with his life, To apply this, when you goc out up- 
on ſcryice, know nothing in the world can impede & pre» 
judice you, but ſinne, that you may keep your {clues from 
evill, when the hoſt goes opt to war. As when nature ſtti- 
veth with a diſeaſe, we wil not weaken it by more diſtem- 
pering our bodies , .with what may wrong them, but will 
keep our ſclues within compaſle , according to the whole. 
ſome rules of phyſick : ſo, when we ſtriue with the com- 
mon adverſaric, we ought to keep our ſelues within com- 
paſſe, according to the wholſome rules of Gods word. Some 
things there are, we ſhun, which would not do us halfe the 
harm, which yet we cannot ever avoid,as yll weather, fick- 
nes, fire, water. There be other things againe, to wit, our 
finnes,far worle, & more pernicious, which we may avoid, 
if we would, | 
Secondly, remember how preſumptuouſly you ſinne, & 
with an extream high hand ; when you ſin now, when as 
you know you ought to ſin leaſt, not being ignorant what 
litle ſpace thou mayſt haue,or none at all, for grace and re- 
pentance. If thou wilt put forth thine hand toevill, thou 
mayſt be dead, before thou ſhalt hauc a heart to con ſider,or 


1x3s.22,34 time to ſay; Lord, What bave I done ? Abab was ſlaine by a 


bow drawn at a venture,and ſmitten between the joints of 
his harnaſſe, when he litle thought of any ſuch thing, One 
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Teſus the ſonne of Avawas (as Neſephus makes mention) going \cy, w. 
about the walls, in the ſcige of Ieraſalem, with a ſtone ſhot cap.12, ' 


from out an Engine, was ſodcinly killed, I note it, not as 
wonder, but giue inſtance of a thing, though ordinaric, yet 


 worthie to be made uſe of. 


Thirdly , remember that if God were ſo offended with 
others, and a people as well beloved as we, for one or two 
evils,that he will not be well pleaſed with us, except we be 
more carefull then they were, He is angrie at ſin alike inal. 

Fourthly;remember what an honour this will be to you, 
to keep your ſelues from evil], when you haue the greateſt 
occaſions to run into evill, You muſt not thinke to make 
that an excuſe; who can in a /eager keep himſelf from the 
common <cvils? I confefle it is hard; but fo munch the rather 
ſhouldſt thou keep thy ſelf from doing evill,if hou reſpe&t 
thine own honour, which then is ſcen moſt, when the oc- 
eaſions,to haue been wicked, were not the leaſt. It is a te- 
ſtimonie,of the greater meaſure of grace in thee, 

Fifily; remember to keep thy ſelf from evill abroad, and 
thou wilt with lefle difficultie do it at home, that ſo borh 
abroad and at homc,it may be well with thee,and God may 
bleſie thee. 

Laſtly; remember that oxe thing is necefarie, thy calling, 


thy employment , which for the moſt part ſhould fo take rt ro, 


up thy thoughts, that thou ſhouldſt not haue time to doe 
evill. 0bj. But muſt we haue no time to recreate our (clus? 
nſ;Yes,but not with ſin. He that faith there is a time for 


all things under the ſunne Ecclef. 3. doth ſpcak of no time An/w, 


allotted for {in,becaulſe ſinne muſt be done at no time. He 
devideth time between ſundric ſortsof things, but he devi- 
deth none between good employment, andevill practiſe, 
Toſhew,that we ſhould be alwaics doing ſomewhat, where 
of tome good may come, never doing any thing,which - 
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of a nature evill in it (elf, or of evill conſequence. 
Keep thee, (faith Moſes) from evill, when the hoſt goes forth, 


Firſt, he ſpake of the general bodice, then of the particular. 


The particular leſſe carefull of himſelf, to keep-himſelf fro 
evill, but giving liberticto himſclf,draweth on the general. 


+ Sin.is of a ſpreading nature : and when one goeth before, 


(like beaſts that leape over a pale into a corne field, or out 
of the parke)all follow, The prayer, Deliver ws from evil, 
require$ your diligence & care, not to run intoevill. Who 
will madly run into aditch or well, and yet ſay, deliver us 


from evill? We muſt thinke /inne to be to us,as the forbid- 
.den fruit to Adam, which he might not cat of, upon pain of 
death. We muſt let e2::// be to us,as the hony to them 15am. 


14. which Sau/ too ſtritly forbad his ſouldiers to meddle 
withall. Sizze muſt be to us,as the wineto the Rechabires, 
abominable to ſip of, Yea,we muſt keep our ſelues, & eve- 
ric one his brother, as near as is poſſible, for that ſian we 
may keepe others from;and do not, becommeth our linne. 
The:_£po#te bids us , not to partake in other mens ſinns : 
then do we partake in other mens finnes,not onely, when 
we joyne with them, but when we doe not, (if it lyc in us) 
hinder them from evill, And theevill which any doe, by 
our connivyence, ſhall trouble us, as well as them , perhaps 
more. And fuch as arc-in place muſt watch & keep others 
from eyill,as much as in them is, (and much is in them to 
do, a great deale more then they do) viſit their unlawfull 
haunts,and hane a vigilant cyc,to them, And oneanother 
muſt we keep by good counſell, by forbearing to joine in 
evill,and by diſcovering intended evill, But eſpecially, let 
everie man keepe himlſclf, leaſt we be excmplarie to others 
inevill, & ſith a mans own good,ſhould chicfly be tendred 
by himſelf, 1 Theſ.4,4,5. This is the Will of Ged , enen your 


' ſandtification, that ye ſnould abſtaine from fornication. &, 


J The, 


1Theſ.5,22, Abein from all appearance of evill, 1Pet,2,9.1 
beſeech you 4s pilgrims and ſtrangers, abiteyn from fleſhly luſts. 
1 Tim.5,22. Keepe thy ſelf pure, and in another place, 17m, 
4 16. Take heede unto thy ſelf, Tam. 1. to keep himſelf, un- 
ſported of the World, is pure religion. Inde 23. hating euen the 
garment ſpotted With the fleſh, And Rev.18, touch no unclean 
thing. hold all ſin for unclean, to keep thy ſelf from it, 

And that we may do thus the better , conſider briefly , 
what meanes may be uſed by us. The means may be reduced 
to this method and order : viz. they are cither gezera/or 

ſpecial, Ofthe former ſort, is to gird to ones ſelf the whole 

armour of God, Fph.6,14. And of that armour, to remem- - 
ber the ſword, which is the Word of God, and ſpecially ſuch 
places of the Scriprares, as this, and the like before. And let 
thy heart, be the ſheath of this ſpirituall ſword, Pſal,119,11, 
I haue hid thy word Within my heart , that I might not ſinne 
againſt thee, 

Secondly, thinke of prayer, which though it be no pro- 
per piece of that armour, yet neceſſarily belongs thereunto, 
With prayer join yowes, from a reſolved ſpirit. Pray, I ſay, 
to God,to keepe thee, as the prophet /er. 17, 14, to God do 


.thou pray for his grace, The Lord is faithfull,Yho ſhall ſtabliſh 


90u,E keep you from evil!, 2 Theſ.3,3, And his graceis pow- 
erfull 1 Pet.1,5. to guard thee, Forget not vowes, which is 
the bond of the ſoule. Num, 30,3. And the Greek word 8wxy, 
is both a prayer,and a vow in ſenſe, and we ſhill do well ro 
joyne them together in prat#:ſe, 

Of the latter ſort of means, to wit , the particular, are 
theſe four, which foHow. The firſt is, to look to the heart, 
and to the verie firſt riſings of evill there. The heart is the 
fountain, Ocher evils lye without you, but the evils of fin 
lye within you, in Ambuſcado, cucn in our verie hearts. 


Salomens counſel is, Pro. 4. Aboue all keepings keep thy beart. 
| D Let 
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Let not thy heart conſent, nor giue it leaue, to thinke of 
evill,and thy hand ſhall never a@ any unworthy thing. 

Secondly; keep from outward occaſions,and make a co- 
venant with thine eyes. And if thou wilt indeed keep thee 
from wickednes, keep thee from YWicled companie. Prov. x, 
10, If thou be a child of wiſdome , heare the wholeſome 
counſel of thy mother, ſaying: My ſon, if /inners intice thee, 
conſent thou not, 1f ſtill they urge thee [as (in isimpudent, 
and importunate,and will hardly be ſaid nay)& ſay wer. 11, 
Come With us,let us lay Wait for blood, &c. ver.14. Cai in thy 
lot among us, let us all haue one purſe. My ſonne , Walke not 
#hou in the Way With them, refraine thy foot from their path: for 
their feete runne to evill,&c, There is no more diueliſh oc- 
caſion to all wickednes, then wicked & vicious company, 

Thirdly, betake thy ſelf to the oppoſite good thing, or 
buſie thy ſelf in wel-doing, about thy calling, gezera/, as a 
Chriſtian, in prayer, in reading profitable books, diwine or 
politique when thy leaſure ſerues thee , not in thoſe bawdy 
and wicked Playbooks, or Amorons toyes, the ſcumme and 
ſcurf of ſcald and ſcabby heads,as one calleth them. 

Particular, in the place that thou art in. And ſomtimes 
unbend thy ſelf thou mayſt to the moderate exerciſe of 
ſome lawfull recreation. 

Fourthly; labour for a greater meaſure of Gods fear, What 
is the reaſon we are ſo headlong in (in, and fo voide of all 
care, but the want of this grace ? There is a laviſh fear, and 
a fear filiall:if it be but from a laviſh fear that thou fears to 
do evill,to avoid puniſhment, which will certainly follow 
thy ſin [for be ſure thy ſnne Will finde thee out. Num.3 2,23. 
And the Fipend of ſin is death. Rom.6,23. And if you line in 
the Works of the fleſh you ſhall dye. Rom. 8, 14.) even that is 
ſomewhat,and ſhall leſſen thy puniſhment in hell, If it be 
from a filiall fear and reſpeR , that withholds thee, it is ſo 
much 
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much the better, that like a childe, the loue of thy Fa- 
ther, mixt with an awfull fear of his diſpleaſure, reſtrei- 
neth thee, Wereſuch a fear,or any feare of God before 
our eyes,& 1n our hearts,it would keep us from a great 
deale of (in, It would tye our tongues from lyings,ſlan- 
ders and falſe accuſations, from hideous blaſphemies,which 
flye up & down among you, from filthie-ſpeaking, Would 
binde our hands from revenge,& ſhackle our teet, from 
running to any evill whatſoever. But this fear of God 
being away;(as itis from the moſt) we make no ſcruple, 
no conſcience,no matter of any wicked thing or word. 
If thou hadſt the fear of that glorious God, whoſe order 
thisis, which is here giuen ,-thou wouldſt nor dareto 
put forth thy hand to evill. Compare el. 3,5. with 
Rom,3,14---18., and there may be ſcene that the want of 
Gods fear,is the cauſe why me dare do any wickednes, 
The ſecond thing to be notedhere, is, that this pro- 
hibition is abſolute,and eniverſall,to forbeare all evill, Then 
keep thee from everie wicked thing, or, from all. Obſerv. 2. 
Men muſt keep themſelues from all and everie cvill, when the 
hoſt goeth forth. &c. There is a twofold prohibition from 
evill, as one ſheweth, The one abſolute,and {imple:as to 
blaſpheme, to lye, which are dirc&ly againſt Gods na- 
ture, which we may inno wiſe doe, upon any termes 
whatſoever, The other reſpeRiue; as not to kill, work 
on the Sabboth, plunder, burne, and fire houſes, and 
corne, which things God himſelf doth ſometime, and is 
lawfull to be done againſt an enimie, The evill we are 
here forbidden,is of the former nature, in mannersand 
behaviour, from all which we are to abſteine. 


When cAdam was in paradiſe, God gaue him the liber- Gen 2,16, 


tic of all trees in the garden,except the tree in the midſt *7 
of the ſame, which he enjoyned him not to to _ Al- 
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lowing him all trees, exempting him of one. But in this 
caſe, Godallowes no tree of fin to be approached unto: 
he hath exempted us from everie one. Lev.r8,24. Defile 
wot your ſelues in any of theſe things. and 2 Cor. 13, 7, I pray 
God (fayth the Apoſtle)?hat ye do no evill,not that ye ſhould 
appeare approved, but that ye ſhould do that which i hone#.exc. 

The reaſon is ; Gods hatred, & minde, doth go againſt 
evill univerſally ; allas well as any; who therefore hath 
forbidden all evill in the morall Law, And in the 14 v. 
here following, God muſt not ſeany uncleines inthem, 

Secondly;Conſcience,where it is of evill,as it is evil, 
forbeareth one as well as another, everic one,as well as 
any one : for conſcience is wniverſall in good or evill, 

ConſefF. Hence then you ſee,that we would not haue 
you more preciſe and ſcrupulous in your cariage, and 
converſation among men, then Gods word would haue 
you; wherein you ſee no diſpenſation, forany wicked 
thing. The Word whereby you muſt be judged at the 
laſt p We dare giue you no more libertie, then that 
doth; and wiſh, that you would take no more. 

But let us enquire, what evils ſpecially of all evils,we 
are to forbeare, And ſome ſpecies and particulars contey- 
ned under this general. 

Firſt; thou muſt keepe thee from thoſe evils in par- 
ticular which Gods word doth mention to be evils ; and 
wicked things, more ſpecially, in his ſight; as namely : 
Violence,to thoſe weought to offer no violence unto. See 
theſe places: Dent.2,4. a ſtrict ———_— CAndicommand 
thou the people ſaying ; ye are to paſſe through the coa#t of your 
Mars. 17 6.L7 rhe —_ as lelnes , meddle #4 with 
them. Dent. 20. 19. God would not ſuffer them to doe violence 
fo the trees. Luke 3, 14, Doe violence to no man, oc. Pal. 

#2, 10. Davids ſpeech to his Souldiers ; Truit not in oppreſ- 
fron 2 
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fon , become not vaine in robberie, This is one of that all, 
which we are forbidden , and yet too rife among us, and 
too commonly praQtiſed by us, 
Another is fornication or adulterie. See 1 Sam.21.4. Da- 
vids young men muſt keep them ſelues from women. which («is 
and 2 Sam, 11, 11. Yriah alſo ſpeaks againſt lying with his ſeemetb(reftes 
own wife at that time , much leſfſe would he haue his wed IP

Another wicked thing is ; abuſe of the creatures in drun- plan frnney 
kennefle and ryot : which exceſſe in a campe , is contrarie ae with De

Another wicked thing ; is murmuring and mutining in 
the Campe. See this taken notice of in thoſe rebels Nam, 
16,1,2, 3, 11, which was to be puniſhed with death. ft, 
I, 18, | 
\:In a word ; evill peaking is wicked, And that is under 
this Hebrew word, forbidden in the text, which ſignifieth 
Word, as well as thing ; keepe thee from everie evill Word , as 
well as keepe thee om everie wicked thing. See Lev, 24,11, 
14. he that blaſpheamed (or,as the word lignifieth, that pier- 
ced through) the Lord his name , all the Congregation ftoned 
him, 
And, theſe be ſpecially the evils, when the hoſt goeth 
forth we are to keep our ſelues from. And whatſoeverels 
ts wicked : and thinke no evill to be too little to be eyed, 
Conſider him Nu.1 5,32. that having gathered ſticks up- 
on the Sabaoth day,he muſt be (toned without the Camp, 
Secondly; thou mult keep thy felt, as from everic evill & 
wicked thing, ſo from hy particular evill;which is, the evil 
of ſian thou art moſt by nature prone unto, David calleth 
it, bis iniquitie, Pſal. 18, 24. [ Will keepe my ſeife from mine 
| D 3 iniqui- 
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zniquitie. As everie wile and carcfull man will looke moſt 
to that humour , which is moſt naturally predominant in 
him, and correQ it, P/al.39, 1. I ſayd, I'Will take heed ro my 
' Wayes : and becauſe he might ſooneſt do amiſſe with his 
tongue, he would ſo take heed to his wayes,that he would 
not offend with his tongue , which he moſt feared, it 
ſemes : I Wil keepe my month With a bridle. 

Conſet?. 2, Therefore againe, in caſe we haue fayled a- 
gainſt this caveat, & haue done any evill, our hearts ſhould 
ſmiteus, for as much as we haue finned againſt the ex- 
preſle charge of Gods word, And this is a ſigne of true 
grace,and of Gods good /þirit;and of a tender conſcience in 
a man, to feele the evill he hath done. A man ofa tender 
ſtomack, or, who hath this or that grief about him, if he 
yenter to cat or drinke of a thing that is hurtfull, he ſhall 
preſently hear of it, in that-part yll affefted : ſo, whoſoc- 
ver hath a true conſcience of all evill, having unhappily 
done any, drawn away of his own luſt, and entifed ; will 
ſoone complaine thereof, David, when he had ſtretehed 
out his hand againſt Sa/, the Lords anointed , the faQt did 
not a little perplex him, 

And thus much of this Caveat giuen the people, to for- 
beare evill, and evcrie wicked thing , when the hoſt eſpeci- 
ally is gone forth againſt the enimie, 

Nowit followeth , that we conſider the words of the 
14 verſe. For the Lord thy God Walketh in the mids of thy 
Campe,ro deliver thee,and to give up thine enimies before thee: 
therefore ſhall thy Campe be holy, that he ſee no uncleannes in 
thee, and turne aWay from thee. Which words,follow as a 
reaſon of the former, why they muſt doe no wicked thing 
in the hoſt. The 4rgament hath two things in it, to be ge- 
nerally noted : | 

Firſt, a propoſitzon , concerning Gods preſence among 

| them, 
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them : For the Lord thy God Walketh in the mids of the Camp. 

Secondly ; the conſequence or concluſion: Therefore ſhall 
tby Campe be holy. &c, 

The firſt, is amplified from the finall cauſe of Gods pre- 
ſence among them ; which is , zo deliver them , and to gine 
up their enimies before them, 

The Lord thy God.) The Chalde applieth it to the Divine 
Majeſtie, or preſence; ſo called, from dwelling , and fitly ap- 
plyed to Chriff, who dwelt among us, 7h, x. And doubt- 
leſle, the auncient Hebrewes meant it of the Meas, 

Walketh] mithallech , the forme of the word, noteth the 
frequencie ofthe ation, walking up and down , and as it 
were, to and fro, here and there, continually , like a dili- 
gent inſpeftour or overſeer, Tn the midſt] thatis, among 
or within the Campe , as the para/e// phraſe elſewhere be- 
tokens ; not preciſely reſpefting the midſt, the heart , but 
the Campe generally. See Gen, 2.9. 3, 3, and 23, 6. Gen. 
24, 3. for the meaning of this phraſe. 


ws , Where We are encamped againſt his and our enimies, 

In the 20 chapter he is ſaid, to be with them, and to ac- 
companie them in their wars. 

Levit. 26, 11, 12, I Willſet my tabernacle among you, and 
my ſoule ſhall not abhorre you, And, I'wvill walke among you, 
Chald. My Word ſb1/ walke among you, Compare it with 


Tph. 1, 1.) and will be your God, and you ſhall be my 
people. Gods walke is everie where , He hath his paths in 
he ſea,and ſtrideth over the land. But, he is ſpecially ſaid, 
to be in ſome places, As 7oſhua , lodged among his people 
o. 8,9, ſo, Godencamps among his, and lodgeth in the 
idſt of them, 4s 4 King in his armie, Tob 29,25. Iob com- 
dares himſelfe in the dayes of old , ſpeaking how it was 
ont to be with him in clder times , the years of his pro- 
ſpcritic, 


The firſt obſervation is ; that God hath his Walke among Olſare.z. 
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ſperitic, when the light of God ſhined upon his tabernacle, 
fayth , he ſate chiefe in the gates, as a King in the armie, God 
walketh in the mids of his Camps, as a &#g ih the armie,as 
the mightie Lord Generall, and Lord of h/fs and armies, like 
a man of Wwarre. Exod. 15, 3. | 

Conſe, 1. Doth the Lord God walke in the mids of our 
Camps ? then ſhould we take him in, Doth he walke a- 
broad, as it were, and ſhall we let him alone,and not ſceke 
to enjoy him ? oh,let him haue a roome in your hearts, in 
your tents and Cabins , he knocks, and would enter in to 
you, if you will open unto him. Yet I muſttell you, God 
will notgocin to all. He will abhor to goe into Achans 
tent, for there lyeth the accurſed thizg, In the 16 of Num, 
26 ver, they are bid to depart the tents of the wicked ; and 
will God himſelfe goe in to them ? He will not goe into 
theſe filthie places, that areneſts, and cages of uncleane 
birds, and where no goodnes, no holynes dwelleth, no 
prayer, nor prayſing of him, no reading of his word, nor 
feare of his majeſtic reſideth : nothing but lewdnes, wan- 
-ronnes, oaths, and all manner of impictic. Nay , God will 
turne away from ſuch, as followeth here in the words. If 
thy tent be a tent of wickednes and ſinne, God is a conſu- 
mingfire, and will ſcatter fire, and burne up the tents of 
wickednes , and the wicked in them, Purge ont therefore 
the old leaven, that the Lord may delight to come into us, 
But as there was no roome for Chriſt in the Inne : ſo E 
doubt me, there is litle roome for God, in the tents and ta- 
bernacles of many of us. He walketh in the midſt of us,to 
ſee who will giue him the beſt corner of his heart,the beſt 
Entertainment in his tent, If ſome great man of worth and 
preſence ſhould make his walke continually among us, if 
we thought, he would vouchſafe to come in unto us, we 
would make him the beſt welcome we could : but there 
15S not 
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is not the meaneft of ns, if by prayer we invite God unto 
us , though onr tents be never ſo poore,to whom he will 
not caſily vouchſafe to come, But we unkindely neglect 
him, being naturally ſtrangers unto him Fpheſ, 4. Yet as 
the Spouſe in the Canzicles tooke hold of Chri## , and pulled 
himin : ſo take thou hold on God, and draw him in to 
thee, Burt, there is no man , that calleth upon thy name , and 
that Hirreth up himelfe to take hould of thee : as the Prophet 
complains , 64. ſpeaking of God. CA quaint now thy ſelf 
With him,and be at peace, thereby good ſhall come unto thee, put 
aVWay iniquitie far from thy tabernacle. I1b 22.21, 

Secondly ; Is God walking among us ? therefore, we 
haue, and ſce the more reaſon to keepe our {clues from 
everie wicked thing,as before we heard, A moſt efteftual 
argument muſt this needs be, to conſider him, whois invi- 
ſible, and hath his walke in the midſt of our Campe, for 
everic man to binde himſelf to the good behaviour. As a 
King hath many times, his ſecret unknown pacings, inviſi- 
ble walkings among his ſubjeQs, and heareth all that they 
ſay, beholds all that they doc, and ſometimes, heares them 
ſpeake of things farre unmeete for them to intereſle them- 
ſcluces in; poſſibly ſpeaking treaſon, againſt his crown and 
dignitie, reviling his perſon, diſgracing him , or ſome of 
his,depraving his government, his actions or doings. And 
all this,with a ſilent care paſling it by, or els takes hold of 
them in the manner. Euen fo doth God walxein the mids 
of us, we {ce him not, a cloud coveting him, a Canopy 
overſhadowing him and his brightneſſe , leaſt we be con- 
ſamed by him, who ſeeth and hearcth, though we thinke 
not, 

And, as in the third of Geneſis ; he was walking in the 
mids of the garden , when Adam and Exe had hid them- 
ſelues, and called unto them : ſo can he call unto us,what- 
E locver 
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ſoever we are about, whenſoever we ſpeake, or do amifle, 
as he called fodcinly to them three for ſpeaking evill of 
Moſes Num, 12, 1, 2, 4. And can hechuſe but heare us 
blaſpheaming his name, and toſſing his glorious 472ributes 
up and down, in our unſanRified mouths? Shall not he, 
who walketh in the midſt of us heare our diſgracing his 
meſſengers , reviling his ordinances ? Can he chule but ſee 
our »uſ-rarriage and miſbehaviour toward him, and one 
toward another? Cannot he ſee one recling in his filthi- 
nes of ryot and exceſle, in his drinke and vomit ; another 
ſmiting with the fiſt of wickednes ? another zd/e,negligent 
in his ſerviee,or ſinfully employed ? Thou giveſt thy mouth 
#0 evill, and thy tongue fFameth deceit. Thou ſitte#t and ſpeak- 
oft againſt thy brother , and /landreft thine owne mothers ſonne. 
Theſe things haſt thow done , and 1 kept ſilence, thou thoughteſt 
that Ives altogether ſuch a one as thy ſelf : but I'Will reprone 
thee, and ſet _ in order before thee, Pal. 50, 19. For the 
Wayes of man are before the eyes of the Lord , and he pondereth 
«ll his goings. Prov.5.21, Mine eyes are upon all their Wayes, 
they are not hid from my face , nor is their iniquitie hidde from 
mine eyes, Ter. 16, 17, Thegreateſt incentuie to all good 
comportment and carriage, is this ; to remember, God is 
walking before us. And, he Which made the eyes ſhall not he 
ſee ? he that made the eare ſhall not he heare ? Pſal, 94, If 
thy Prince or General were walking in the midſt of us 
would thou dare to doe what thou doeſt, for evill, when 
thou dreameſt, he is not neare thee e Offer this (ſayth Ma 
lachie) unto thy Prince, So,doe that which thou ſhoulft noe 
do, before thy Prince, and ſee how he will take it at thy 
hands, And, ſhall the glorious God, of pure eyes walke up 
and down among us, and we boldly and preſumptuouſly 
ſinne againſt him, juſt before him ? oh, ſet God before 
you, Burt, ſayth David of the wicked, God is not in all their 
; 6 thoughts 
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rhoughts. Let his reſped? rule and ſway, in the hearts of us 
all. Stand in awe therefore , and fine not. Pſalm. 4,4. He 
ſhall not neede to come downe (as according io men is ſayd 
of him) now,and ſee whether we haue done altogether af- 
ter the crye of our ſinnes, and if not, that he may know, 
Wherefore, doth the Lord walk in the midſt of our waies, 
of our walkes, of our Camps ? what ſhould we be carcfull 
todoe then ? but, to take heede to our wayes and walkes, 


that they be not to evill, but to walke before him , andbe 


upright , as he ſpake to Hhrabam , Gen, 17. 1. and walke 
humbly with our God : Mich, 7, What doeth the Lord thy 
God require of thee but to ſheWv mercie,Cc. and to walke hum- 
bly with thy God ? Let us neither doe nor ſpeake any more, 
then what we durſt doe os ſpeak before the Lord, who 
walketh in the midſt of our Camps. 
Conſe. 3. Then here may we performe {ſcrvice to 
him, euen in our Camps, where he is, where he treadeth, 
Tyed we are not to any remote place, to goc and worſhip 
the Lord, or if we would enquire at God. His arte in the 
mids of them 1 Sam. 4. 5. 6. was a Hmbolicall ſigne of his 
prefence among them. And that he who wa/kerh in the 


midſt of the ſeuen golden Candleſticks , walded alſo, in the 3*v. r.- 


mids of their armies. Here may we, here ought we,to erect 
and ſet up his worſhip. For this cauſe we finde the Levzres 
were diſperſed among their Camps, and quarters, as we 
may read in Numbers and loſhuah, And when Saul was in 
the field, the Lords Prieft was with him, 1 Sam, 14. 3, And 
ifindeed the Lord walk in the mids of our Camps, let him 
haue his Sabaorhs ſanCtificd , and thoſe dueties performed , 
which he expeRecth from us. Let him haue his mornene , 
and exening ſacrifices among us. Oh, let his walks ſmell & 
ſavour with the reake of all good things done to him. And 
that he may delight to be among us, let us, oh let us per-

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fume his waies with the odoriferous incenſe of prayer and 
praiſe, and ſtrew his walks with the ſweete ſpices'of fayth 
and'repentance, as with roſes and lilljes. 
This firſt part is itluſtrated , from the end of his walk-

. from thine enimies, and to giue up thine enimies before thee.

Gods Walke, and preſence amids our Camps, is 
With a purpoſe to doe ns all good, to keepe us from our enimies ,

from them, that they put us not to the worſe, but to giue 
them into our hands. See Deut. 20. 4. The Lord your God 
3s he that goeth With you, to fight for you againſt your enimies to 
ane you, 
j The reaſon is: firſt, becauſe his people haue the right & 
the cauſe, See 1 Kings 8, 45, And the Lord is bound after 
- aſort, to mainteine their judgment, their right or cauſe. 
Secondly, the warre is his, 2 Chron. 20; 15. the battail is 
not yours, but Gods. And the caule is the Lords own Pſa.74.

This {ets before us an argument of Gods loue & pro- 
vidence, and care for his, in being thus propitious to 
them in their wars,as to beamong them,tor {o gracious 


an end, Here ſome may obje&t; how is it then, they 04. 


are ſo often delivered, not from,but to their enimies, & 
in ſtead of having their eximies, their enimies haue them: 
which 1[rael oftentimes had experience of between E. 
gipt and Canaan, and afterward. See 1oſh, 7, They ſmote 
Iſraell even unto Shebarim , a place fo called, from the 
mightie breach, which was made at that time. So in 
the 20 of Iudzes the Beniamites {mote the 1ſraehites once 
andagaine : and many times the people of God are put 
tothe worſe. To which Ianſwer two waics. 


Firſt, that ſo it may be fora time, bur at the laſt God 4»; 


will make this good. Marke then the end, ſee what he 
hath done at the ſecond, third or fourth bout , his peo- 
plefhall carrie it away at length , and haue the day, Se- 
condly, that at any time it falleth out otherwiſe then 
this ſeemes to promiſe them, is by accident for his peo- 
ples fins. And ſo we muſt underſtand this with limita- 
tion, and qualified with this condition : if that we be not 
in fault God is ever readic to help usand ſtand by us, ever 
prone.and forward for our deliverance and vidorie. 
When. it.is/not according to this , the fault is in our 
ſclues. 04 that my people had hearkened unto me, and would 
haue walked in my wayes 1 (hould ſoone haue ſubdued their eni- 
mies , and turned my hand againſt their adverſaries. The ha- 
ters of the Lord ſhauld ſoone haue ſubmitted themſelves unto 
bim, bus theix time ſhoulda haue endured for cuer, Pſal. 81,13.

__ Miles Chnftianus, 
Would we approuc our waics unto Ged , among us he 
would walke to deliver us from our enimics, and them to 
us; bur, if we will not, but brcake out to eyerie wicked 
thing, againſt his cxprefle word, among us he will be,but 
in judgment, to deliver us to our adverſaries, and to the 
will of thoſe that hate us. 1f they ſane againſt thee, and thou 
be axerie With them ((ayth Salomon 1 King.8.46, ) and deli- 
wer them to the Enimie,c4c. Where we ſee, it is /iune that 
makes Gods preſence fruitlefle, and bootclefle to us for 
good. Ir is not becauſe the Lord, who is armiporent, could 
not alwnais detiverus from our enimics, and giuc them to 
us ; but becauſe the Zord will trie us,and for that we proue 
him with our ſinnes. Or, E:ther we uſe not the meanes 
God would haue us ule, and then Ged will not deliver us, 
who ordinarily, not ſawe his people Vezthout his people,that 
is, without their diligence. Though the mcanecs and our 
induſtrie be nothing without God , yet is it his pleaſure, 
we ſhould not neglet them, which when we doe, he will 
be nothing to us. He will haue us up, and be doing , and 
teauc him to be at our Elbowes , to fall on and ſceond us. 
Or ſecondly,we truſt roo much to the means, our hearts 
being too much ſet npon them , and hanging after them. 
We are apt,to thinke of our own ſtrength and policic, and 
not to regard God, whoſe power and providence it muſt 
be todeliver us from our cnimies, & them to us. Whence 
many a day is loſt , and faire exploit vaniſht , many an in- 
glorious aſſault made upon us, to our juſt reproach. 

Secondly; we muſt then expe this in fayth, and in the 
apprehention of God , and his divine preſence among us, 
looke to be delivered from our enimies, and not oncly 
that, bat haue them fairly delivered unto us, be they never 
fo many, ſo mightic, and warlike a nation. If God were 
in the midſt of their Camp, for this cnd,in mercic to reſcue 
them, 
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them, andto giue upthoſe miſcreants their enimies un- 
to them , ſhould notthis greatly encourage them Jin * 
hope of vicorie? Bur, this is a fruit of fayth in God, 
wherefore, looke unto me, and be ye ſaved, oh all the ends of 
the earth. le. 45, 22. 

And thus much for the firſt branch of theſe words : 
T he propoſition, touching Gods preſence among them, & walk- 
ing in their Camps to cover their heads. 

The ſecond branch of theſe words, is the concluſion 
or conſequence, wherein notc; firſt, an &rder: Second- 
ly, a reaſon of that order. 

The order is layd downe two wayes, af firmatinely , or po- 
ftinth , touching holynes required : Therefore ſhall thy 
Campe be holy. Negatinely or privatively, againſt unclean- 
| Nes. That he ſee no ancleannes in thee, The reaſon of the 
order, is from the dangerous cited of this; Gods turning 
away from them, 

We haue heard «Moſes telling them of Gods preſence 
with them , now we ſhall ſee what ought to follow 
thereupon. 

therefore the Camp muſt not bs unclean. Wherehe ſpea- 
keth of the place, and ofthe men likewiſe, and the clean- 
xes of the one, implics the peritie of the other. Of the 
place, their Campground muſt be holy. There was a two- 
fold ſanditie : Ceremoniall and cMorall. 

The earththey lay upon mult be ceremonially cleane : 
Alſo their men,their perſons muſt be morally hoy. 

Note further,thatholynes may be eyther federal, or 
pratticall, Federally and by league, they werea holy 
people. Dext. 7,6. by dedication holy ; here is requi- 
rcd, that they be prattically holy. 


Obſerv. 3- Foraſmuch as God is among us , we muſt all la- obſere.z, 


bour to be holy, God would hane our Camps and leagers holy 
: | Camps 


240. Mules Chriſhanas. 
. Camps, 4nd boly leagers. Oh (fayth Mefes) if the Lord our 
God be among us,our Camps and tents ſhould be holy.But 
the:Lord is among us, in the mids of us. Therefore ſhall 
your Camp be holy. According to that , Lev. 20,7. Sanc- 
tifie your ſelues, and be ye holy, for I the Lord your God am holy, | 
Where we haue a precept to be holy, and a reaſon, the Lord 
| our God is holy, A Campe of Saints is mentioned Revel.20,9, 
«= Theſ4. Tt becometh all the Lords people ro be holy, as he is holy. This ts 
the Will of God, your ſanttification, that everie one of you ſhould 
know how to poſieſſe his weſſell in ſanttification , and in honour. 
God would haue his people delight in holynes , as he him- 
ſelfe doeth. Holy they muſt bein all things , in their aſ- 
ſemblies and meetings, of what ſort, or for what cnd ſoe- 
ver; and holy in their Camps and wars. 

This was figuratively enjoyncd : firſt, in their Waſhings 
verſe 11, When the cuening commeth on , he ſhall waſh 
himſelf, to wit, any man that was not cleane, by any xoc- 
turnall pollution , he muſt goe out of the Campe , and not 
come within the Camp, till he was cleanſed. 

Secondly ; by burying their excrements, verſe 12, Tho 
ſhalt haue aplace Without the Campe , Whither thou ſhalt goe 

forth abroad, and thou ſnalt haxe a paddle upon thy Weapon , 
* endit ſhall be, When thou Wilt eaſe thy ſelfe abroad, thou ſhalt 
digge therewith , and ſpalt turne back and cover that Which 
cometh from thee. 

Reaſons for holynes-in our Camps. The firſt reaſon is ; 
= becauſe God can preſently ſmell out any unholynes, who 
| 7/4-44-20, i; of perfect Hght, /ca/t he' ſee ( ſayth Moſes) wncleannes in 
thee. As who ſhould ſay, God will quickly ſpycit out, ha- 
ving pure eyes, nothing can hide it from him, And of 
perfect ſent, if I may ſo ſpeake. - 

Secondly ; that holynes may diſtinguiſh betweene our 
Enimies and us, without which we differ not from them , 
| they 
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they from us. For men they are as well as we, ſuch war- 
like furniture they haue as we. And this ſhall difference 
more then any tiſtance of place, or other qualities. Impu- 
ritie doeth in a manner , make a conſimilitude betweene 
them and us. See ef. 1, 10. they are called rulers of Ss- 
dome , and peopleof Gomorrah, becauſe though by na- 
tion and profeſſion , they were Iewes , and the people of 
God, yet in manners they were like Sodome and her xrigh- 
bours. So Ezech. 16, 3. 45, 46. Thy birth and thy nativi- 
rie is of the land of Canaan : thy father Was an Ammenite, and 
thy mother an Hittite, So that the impuritie of thoſe na- 
tions which they declared in their works, made them al- 
together like them. In this ſenſe Saxl was a Cuſhize Pſal.7, 
So that, nothing will diſtinguiſh us from our enimies, but 
holyneſle onely , for want whereof, take away the title of 
Gods people, we are as they are. And, our Camps, if ho- 
lynes reigne not in them, arc not the Camps of Iſraelites , 
but of Philiftims, of Sodomites , of Spaniards, 

Thirdly ; For our Camps and armies to be holy, would 
make our enimies bluſh and be aſhamed ; yea , would da- 
zle their ſight to looke at us, would throw them to the 
ground , and make them fall backward , as the Sox/dzers 
did,, when they came to apprehend Chrii#, 1hn 18, 6, 
The verie holynes of 1ſrae/s Campe, would confound the 
armies of the Aliens, Holynes would driue our enimics from 
us. All ane and finners finke , and fall at the preſence of 
bolynes. The ſame excellencie in God, is that which ſcarres 
all from comming neare unto him , who dwelleth in that 


light of holynes , Which none can attaine unto: in ſo much rim. s,1s, 


that 7eſay cryed out, he Was undone, chap. 6, 3, 5. becauſe 
of his owne uncleanneſſe, and that wonderfull holynes in 
God, Peter, in the ſenſe of his owne impuritie, bids Chri/t 


to depart from him , Luke 5,8. or he muſt runne away 
F from 
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. Miles Chriftanas. 
from Chrif, Yea holynes in an Age, which is but a 
ſparcle of Gods holynes, made them ſo aftrighted Dar.107. 
and\Zacharie fo perplexed, he knew not what to doe, Luke 
1,12. Andcertainly, holynes in Gods people, which 
they have by communication, and participation from God, 
is that, which if it were in a more excellent degree, wonld 
ſkarre their enimies, and make them ſhcinke before thein, 
This Rom. 13,13. is called their 41mwour of light , which in 
truth ſo flaſheth in the ſore eyes of the world, and dazel- 
eth them , that they are able to doe nothing againſt them 
who weare it. As ſinneand impuritic hath a ſecret kinde 
of force, whereby we are weakened,and doth fight againſt 


| us; ſo holynes hatha ſecret yertue to worke as much fos 


us. 
Fourthly ; holynes is to be choſen for it (elf, it is a qua» 
litie ſo glorious, In regard of this, no queſtion, Balaam 
cryed out, when he viewed the Camps of 1/-ae/: faying ; 
How goodly are thy tents, O Iacob , and thy tabernacles, 0 If 
raell, Num. 2.4, 5. 

Fiftly ; eyerie place ſhould be ſuitable to the Maje#ie 
and ſacred nature of the perſoz therein. Therefore, our 
Camps where God walketh, ſhould be holy : which to be 
is ſuiteable to his Majeffie and nature. If a King ſhould 
come and walke among us, there would be ſuch care ts 
haue all things comely and pure: ſo, in that God hath his 
reſidence among us, his place muſt be holy, Yet cannot 
he contra any impuritic, be the place what it will be. As 
the ſunneſhyning with his light into the moſt noyſome & 

filthy vault, yetis free from impuritie notwithſtanding ; 

ao more is God defiled , by any the moſt noyſome place : 

yet hedeljghts to finde his owne cleanneſle , where he is 

pleaſed to come, . 

What remaincs then , but that we labour and ſtrive to 
| be 
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be holy, to hane holy Campes , and holy leagers. It was 
propheſied Zach. 14. 20. that on the be/s of the horits 
ſhould be written, Holynes ro Techovah, Meaning , that the 
warres,and Camps under the Goe//ſhould be holy warres 
and holy Camps. The horſe is a warlike beaſt. See vb 39. 
Prov, 21, 31. andby Synechdoche in that place of the Pro- 
phet , may comprehend other things belonging to the 
Campe. And when holynes is engrauen upon the horſe, 

what ſhould the Rider haue on him, but holynes alſo? 
That ſo our Camps and wars may be anſwerable to that 


the Lord requires here, 0bje&, But, will ſome ſay, is it oje#. 
poſlible for our /cagers to be ſo? Av. Is it poſſible ? why Aniw. 


not? were it a thing impoſlible , God would not haue re» 
quired it of them or us. Poſlible it is through grace , and 
the meanesconſcionably improved, And we ſee holynes 
ih ſome, therefore I ſee not, but it may be more general! : 
which takes away the vaine obje&ton of many, who thinke 
becauſe they are Souldiers, and follow the warrs, they haue 
nothing to do with ho/ynes , ſuppeſing it ynough for Prea- 
chers and others to be carefull for holynes, But, God would 
Haue the Camp holy ; now what is the Campe, but thoſe 
who make the Campe , which are Souldjers : wherefore 
Souldiers muſt not caſt offthe care of holynes. This holy- 
nes ftandeth in abſteyning from all evill , whereof before, 
Secondly,in doing the contrarie good: and the rule of ho- 
lynes, is that of the _1poſe , Phil, 4, 8. Whatſoever things 
are true , Whatſoever things are honeſt, Whatſoever things are 
1u#, whatſoever things are pure, Whatſoever things are louely , 
Whatſoever things are of good report if there be any vertue,and 
if there be any praiſe, thinke on theſe things. 

Now the meaxerrequiſite toward a holy Campe, are 
ſpecially theſe, 

The firſt is; that eyerie man beginne with himſelf, to 
F 2 IC- 
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reforme himſelf. If everie man cleanſe his owne dore, 
we ſhall haue cleane ſtreets: ſo, would everie man 
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cleanſe himſelf , we ſhould haue a holy Campe

thy heart, ler. 4, 14. everie one his heart. Purge your hands 
gee ſinners, and purifie your hearts ye double minded. Iam. g. 
Everie one that hath this hope purgeth himſelf , euen as Chriſt 
i pure. 1 John 3.5. And for example to the reſt, let the 
Leaders and Chiefteins, Heads and Commanders firſt be ho- 
ly. if the eye be ſmgle, the whole bodie i full of light : if th ey 
who are chief in place be holy : ſo will the reſt be alſo. 
It was admirablie ſpoken of Ioſhuah, chap. 24. that he 
and his houſe would ſerue the Lord : Firſt he , and then his 
houſe, never would his houſe be, if he would not goe 
before in reformation. So ſhould everie Worthie in the 
Loyds Camp ſay : Iand my Souldiers will be holy, and 
firſt be a patterne himſelfe of holynes to them, and be a 


living and walking image of Gods holincs among 


them. 


Againe Iudg. 7.17. Looke on me and do likewiſe, ſaid Gideon 
to his men. So they would , no queſtion , behotdhim, 
and doe as he ſhould doe. Nothing poyſons a Campe 
more, then when theinfeRion beginsat the head. If 
the fountaine be bitter, the ſtreames can be no better. 

When Officers, and ſuch as ſhould be preſidents and pat- 


terns of holynes tothe reſt , when I ay, they a 
cleane, prophane, no marvell th 


re Uun- 


h the private Soal- 


aier be no better, When they will drinke drunke,when 
they will ſweare, and ſwagger, when they will take li- 
centious libertie to themſelues,it is no wonder, though 


their followers doeſo toe. Secondly ; Gods ho 


ly ordt- 


ances muſt be in the Campe. The word eſpecially, or 
trueth of God. and Diſcipline, divine and militarie. The 
Diſcipline of Gods word, to ſuſpend from the Sacrament 
verthe 
cleane 


indifferently, all obſtinate unholy perſons, to ſe 
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cleane from the uncleane, the precious from the vile, ler. 1 5, 
19. And diſcipline militarie, muſt not lye dead, but muſt 
be exerciſed impartially , upon one and other offending , 
and fo, ſecond the former : Els your preachers may teach 
holynes, till their braines fall out at their browes, and to 
none end, This then muſt be exerciſed in purging your 
Camps of open and notorious ſinners and ſinnes, as tin- 
cleannes of ewes, drunckennes. And none muſt be borne 
with, nor ſuffred, that will not be reformed. Pſa/. 101. 
I Will early deſtroy all the Wicked of the land , and cutte off all 
Wicked doers from the cittie of my God, Prov. 20, 26, A Wiſe 
king ſcattereth the Wicked,and bringeth the Wheele over them. 
that is, incorrigible wicked ones, whom no other meancs 
will do good unto. See, for the exerciſe of Martial diſci- 
pline in the Lords Campe Exod, 32, 27. Put everie man his 

ſword by his fide , and goe in and out thoroughout the 
Campe, and /ltye, &c, Levit, 24.16, He that blaſpheameth 
the name of the Lord ſhall ſurely be put to death, Numb, 25. 
The juſt puniſhment of Z:mri and Cozbi for their wicked 
preſumption. But as once the Prophet , ſo may we com- 
plaine, Habac, 1, 4. The laW is /lacked, &c, an elegant me- 
taphor from the pu/ſe, which in a dying man beates faint- 
ly, and retires : fo when the law of juſt diſcipline beginns 
to {lacken, ir argues a dying reipublique , and is verie omi- 
nous, . As they had their paddle readic to: rid the Campe 
of their excrements : ſo muſt Diſcipline be uſed to ridde 
the tents of all the wicked excrements of ſinne. And as. 

Chri#t whipt the buyers and ſellers out of the Temple : ſo 
be couragious, you whom it concerneth, to reforme all c- 
normities. And looke eſpecially to thoſe tippling-places 
in your Camps, the verie {incks, and nurſeries of all impu- 
ritie, - It followeth in the 17 werſe, There ſhall be no Whore 

of the Daughters of Iſraell, nor a Sadomite of the ſonnes of 
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Iſrael, meaning none permitted, Num.s,2, 3. Command 
rhe Chilaren of Iſrael , that they put ont of the Campe , everie 
Leaper , everie one that hath an iſſue, Whoſoever is defiled 
by the dead, both male aud female ſball ye put out, Without the 
Campe ſhall ye put them, that they defile not their Camps , in 
the mids of whom I dwell, Muft Leapers be put out, and 
ſhall they be ſuffred in the Camp , who hauea worle LZea- - 
profie, of all wickednes, cleaving unto them , to infect all 
they come neare? Sothen, the word of God which is ho- 
ly, his holy and bleſſed trueth, muſt be diligently taught, 
by holy. men, whoſe liues may caſt forth holynes to 
others. And the ordinances of Diſcipline Civi// and Ec- 
clefra#icall, ſubordinate to the wo}d, The one is to plant, 
the other to preſerue holynes in us. 

Thirdly ; t08 make choiſe , as neare as we can, of the be 
men, What hopes of a holy Camp, when the ſubje& mat- 
ter is not pickt , whereof the Romans were not a little care- 
full , as may be ſeene in their wars. By making choyce of 
the beſt men, T meane not, the beſt zimbred mey , but the 
beſt conditioned : not onely he that hath not a tattred out- 
ſide, but whoſe minde is not ragged. Make option of the 
moſt ſtayed, civill, and beſt diſpoſed , and not ſuch as 
Zepthab and Teroboam entertained, vaine men Inde. 11. 3. 
2 Chron, 13.7. The ſkumme of men , fitter to fill priſons 
and 7ayles, then places of better note ; & to become dennes 
of theeues, then an armie of Saints, Such (as one ſayth)who 
if the Diuell ſhould offer a ſtipend unto , would not refuſe 
him ſervice, and be more faythfull to him, though it were 
to beare armes againſt God himſelf. How happie were it, 
if our Camps were rid of ſuch. And I haue often thought, 
that if, as we find Dexr, 20, Iudg. 7. they that had built 
houſes , and had not dedicated them ; planted vineyards , 
and had not caten of the fruite of them , betrothed wines , 

and 
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and had not taken _ Lay, if they muſt be caſheired 
and be gone from 71/7aels Campe , what ſhould a world 
of our debauched men, profeſſed drunkards , robbers , 
ſwearers, fornicators and ſuch like cattell, I wonder what 
they ſhould haue done there? I know, we haue notall 
ſuch (God forbid!) but ſome not more noble in blood 
then in vertue, ſtayed, ſober, religious men,fearing God, 
and eſchewing evill, in great meaſure: but the num- 
ber of ſuch is rare, and of the other multiplying. What 
is the reaſon we hane ſo many of the one Gn , and ſo 
few of the other? Is it becauſe the goodare fewer, and 
we cannot get them 2? which allo is true; but is itnot 
rather, becauſe we ſtand not (a great number of us) up- 
on the grace, and goodnes of the men we take on, 
whether there beany bluſh, orappearance of any in 
them , chufing our men, as Samet and the reſt would 
haue choſena King, 1 Sar, 16, 6, 7. looking on his coun- Sed quituſ= 
zenance, or the height of his ſtature, things I confeſſe tobe 521; Kr: 
regarded, but that is notall : there is ſomewhat eto be querela) qui 
looked after, that we may pollibly make an holy camp. —— 
But, if we cannot Goc withall, but we muſt take ſuch as piun _ ne 
we can (amiſerable neceſſitice) as the Romans ſometime 94 quidens 
wereconitreyned,to uſe (claues forthe defenſe of their A 
common weale, yet when they are under us, let us 4m fare! } 
cauſe them to be outwardly at leaſt conformable to ho- Pircliaquites 
lynes, and labour, that they may be inſtructed, to the 

end, that holynes which grew not in them before,may 

now comeup. Plantamongf you a godlyand painfull 
miniſtrie, and ſubje& your tclues, and your men un- 

ro it, 

And theſe be the principall meancs to make a holy 

Campe , we can doe no more then propound them , 


and pray the Lord to giut you hearts to improuc _

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And the rather to ſtirre you up , haarken to a motiue; 
two or three, for the concluſion of this point. 

Motines toward a holy Campe, and holynes in our perſons, 

The firſt is; Holynes will call more unto us , and 
make men more in loue with our profeſſion, from 
which many are, and may be juſtly Sinced, becauſe, 
holynes is ſo greata ſtranger to us. The Complaint 
hath been old, but as true as aficient : 

Rara fides, pietaſque wiris, qui caſtra ſequuntur. 

Wherefore, manieare out of loue with the pro- 
feſlion, and forſweare the Campe, which with unſa- 
vourie ſinne of all ſortes , doeth ſtinke in the noſ- 
thrils of the world, or the civiller ſort of it. Oh how 
many would Sanditie and true reformation in our Camps 
invite unto us, and what a gloric holynes would adde 
to our profeſſion , honourable in it ielfe , but would 
be double honourable, by the acquiſition of this fur- 
ther grace. | 

Secondly ; The continoall dangers we are in, and 
ſubje& unto.,. calleth upon us to labour to be holy. 

For then, let what come can come , we are ready 
for death , if that be readie for us. Then mayeſt 
thou ſay with Conrades in the hyforie : Let the Perſian 


* CArcher ſtrike me, 1 will dyc in an aſſured hope, and with 


that arrow, 4s with 4 Chariot , come unto that re##7; which 
ſhall be dearer to me, then if I ſhould with a baſe ordina- 
"= kind: of death , in my ſinnes , ende my dayes in my 
eade. 

* Thirdly; then ſhall you be ſure of Gods gracious 
preſence amopg you for good, and againſt all evil; 
plainly intimated here, If they would labour for a 
holy Camp , they ſhould haue the holy Lord among 
them , whoſe preſence ſhould be all in all to ep. 

ut 
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but if otherwiſe, let us not expe God among us, unlefle 
it be to confound our armies, It ſuites not with a King, 
to walke in dung-hills, or to be ſcene in noyſome pla- 
ces, and will God walke among our Camps, if we haue 
no care to ſweepe his paths? 

The ſecond branch of this Concluſion followeth : That 
he ſee no uncleannes in thee. Whieh is the negatine part 
of the order touching their Camp. Mohynes there muſt 
be, wncleannes there ſhould not be. 

ancleannes) Ervah ſignifieth nakednes, and denoteth 
that uncomely part , whereon man beftoweth more a- 
bundant honour. Geneſ. 9. Cham diſcovered the naked- 
nes of his Father. So called in Hebrew, becauſe it ſhould 
alwaies be covered. Sinne being denominated nakednes 
in the ſacred tongue , argues the manner of ſinns attaching 
us by propagation : Pſa/. 51. 1» ſinne did my Mother Warme 
me. 

Obſervation 4. Sinne is 4. nakedyes: the Greeke ſaith, Obſerve. 4; f 
4 ſhame, 'Geneſ. 3. Our firſt parents were naked ; ſinne | 
had made them ſo. | 

Conſet#, 1, Oh then labour to be aſhamed of it, 
Rom. 6. What fruit had ye in thoſe things , Wheredf you 
are now aſhamed? Bluſh for ſhame, and be confoun- 
ded in thy ſelfe, O Sinner, We can be aſhamed of 
bodily nakednes , of ſpirituall nakednes we are not, A 
worſe nakednes is this then any other, for it is a naked- 
nes joyned with filthie deformitie , and miſſhapenes : 
men are not aſhamed alwaics to be ſeene naked, but 
when they are deformed, miſmade, and ugly :. this na- 
kednes of {inne, is the greateſt deformitie , that ean be 
imagined : The ugly , monſtrous 0/d may is without al 
forme or beautic. But, as with ſome people the pureſt 
black is the pureſt bewiie : fo is with ſome _ , _ 
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fowleft black and ſoeste of ſinne, is bewtie in their 
cyes. 
Secondly; labour, oh labour to haue ſinne, which 


| is thy nakednes covered, not by excuſing and hiding it, 


but rather by uncovering it to God. Blefed is the man 
Whoſe iniquitie is forginen , and Whoſe finne is covered, 
Men will not ſuffer their filthie nakednes to be ſeene, 
and therefore , they will clap, and keepe their garments 
about them, and rather weare ragged, then none at 
all. Yet all covering externall will never hide this ſpi. 
rituall nakednes. Bodily nakednes requires bodily co- 
vering , andthat is enough : Spirituall nakednes requires 
ſpirituall covering : $4 ye on therefore the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, Rom.

Why then, happie are Gods Children ; for he, feerh 
no iniquitie in Iacob, nor tranſgreſſion in 1ſraell. Num. 23, 
Not becauſe he cannot, but becauſe he will not, and he 
caſts a covering of his ſonne upon them. Should God 
ſee uncleannes in us, he ſhould breake out upon us. Lord 
if thou beholdeſt iniquitie , who can ſtand. P/a/.130,z. 

Secondly; we mult therefore, beware of defiling our 
ſclues with ſfinne,the rather, When Ch:/dren are uncleane 
by rude behaviour, all bemired and dirtie, they are afraid 
of their Fathers ſight : ſo ſhould we be afraid, thar God 
ſhould ſec the uncleannes of any ſinne in us, from whom 
we cannot hide it, In the 24 chapt. of Dewt. verſe 1, it 
was permitted, that if a man had perceived Ervarh dabbar, 
anie uncleanxes in her whom he had taken to wife unto 
him , he might put heraway: and will God joyne him- 
ſclfe to us, if we cheriſh the uncleannes of ſinne in 
us? 

The ſecond generall thing is , the reaſon of the order 
for holynes , and again# uncleannes in them ; follow- 
cth in theſe laſt words ſaying ; Hud twrne 4Way from thee, 
or, from after thee, Hebr. The Chalde fayth here, leaſt 
his WO RD turne away from doing good unto thee. See 
this of turning away from them, to doc them good.

Secondly ; Sinne is that which turnes away from his 
law [dveuia] and the righteouſnes of his nature , and 
is moſt contrarie to him, 

Thirdly; Sinne turnes us away from God, there- 
fore the Lord turnes away from ſinne, and us be- 
cauſe of ſinne. | 

Conſe, r. Whythen, it is no ſmall matter for God 
to turneaway from his people. And this appears at- 
ſo by the bitter complaint hereof, in the church of 
God , among his people, when God had turned from 
them , and the woefull effects thereof, threatned 
Demtr. 31,17. 1 will forſake them , and hide my face frons 
them , and many evils and troubles ſball befall them. Loxd 
it is no marvell, though many evils doe betall us, 
when thou the fountaine of all good doeſt leaue us ! 
Hoſea 9g, 12, Tea, woe unto them, when 1 departe from 
them. 

As when the Sunne goeth away from our Hori- 
zon, he turnes away all-his light and comfort from 
us, and leaues us to grope in darkenes : ſo when 
God turnes away from us, we are bereaved of all 

ood, He turnes not away alone ; The Svnne when 

e comes to us, comes with a great deale of com- 
fort, with much refreſhing through his bright ſhy- 
ning rayes , and ſweete influence of his beames, 
( And truly the light is ſweete , and 4 pleaſant thing u it 
to behould the Sunne , Eccleſ- 11.7.) Goda is a Swunne of 
bleſſed influence where he commeth, ( 7 —ys a 

une 


Sunne ., and « frielde Pſalm. 84.) and Chriſt is fayd to 
ariſe like the Sunne , The Sunne of righteoufnes ſhall 
ariſe with healing in bs wines, and ye frul grow up as 
Calues , and goe forth, Mal, 4. 2: So, when God 
comes to a people , he comes with a great deale 
of peace, and happines ; and when he leaues any, 
and turnes himſelfe away , he turnes and takes a- 
way all his mercies . Towr iniquities baue turned away 
theſe things , that is , all thoſe good things before 
ſpoken of ) and your ſinnes have withholden good things 
from you, lerem.5, 25, I hane taken away my peace from 
this people , ewen _ kindnes and mercies, ler. 16, 5. 
Firſt, God takes himfelfe away, or we by our ſinnes 
and foule tranſgreſſions turne God away , and looſe 
all bleſſing with him. As when the Xing goes a- 
way , his court followes him , his attendants, and all 
goe away with him , and nothing remaines but a 
naked place: fo when God turneth away , his Court 
of attendance , and all thoſe good things, as Con- 
comitants , doe wheele about with him. Which, 
aboue all things in the world, ſhould make us care- 
full, as we tender the reſidence of God among us, 
yea as we tender our liues, the life of our lives, 
that by Sinne, we turne not God away from us. 
For uhe Toye of the Lord is our ſlrength. Nehem. 8, 10. 
Secondly ; this ſhould teach us , that we ſhould 
no ſooner ſee uncleannes and finne , bur like God, 
away we ſhould turne our {clues from it , with loa- 
thing indignation. ' As when we behould an objec 
leſſe ſavorie, and pleaſing to our ſent and ſight, we 
turne away and goe afide, hide our eycs , and ſtop 
our noſes : ſo there ſhould - evill boldly preſent 
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it ſelfe to us, but we ſhould divert our ſelues. And 
ſo it ſhould appeare, that there is ſomewhat of that 
true hatred of finne in us, which is moſt infinitely 
in God, which if we did., God would the leſle, nay 
not at all turne away from us, 

Thirdly , and laſtly; Behold here, the loath- 
ſomenes of ſinne , the vileneſſe and the filthineſſe 
thereof , moſt intollerable , in thav it makes the 
Lord turne away from us , yea from his beloved 
people, 

Nothing (my Brethren, can be ſo odious to 
us , to make us turne away in diſdaine, to make 
us forlake and withdraw our ſelues from it, as ſinne 
and uncleanneſle is to G OD. It is that which 
forceth him to abandon his people with a tempo- 
rarie derelition , untill they returne : and the wic- 
ked with an eternall defertion, L 

It muſt be a great matter muſt make us turne a- 
way from thoſe who are deare unto us. Gods 
people are his children, it muſt be a ſtrange thing 
muſt make a Father turne away from his children. | 
They are his Spowle, and therefore Sinne is ſome 

reate abhomination , that conſtreineth the Lord to 
caue them. 

When we turne away from any thing, we turne 
away from a Serpent, from a Bafilike , from a 
Toade, from a ſtincking Carkaſſe , which is moſt 
noyiome, or, wee turne away from our enimies, 
whom we hate, and of whom we are hated. 
Some diſpleaſing gbi4d orother it alwaies is, which 
we turne away from. We never turne away from 
that which is amiable, louely and faire : but what 
is 
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is accurſed, and miſerable, and worthilie of it ſelfe 
to be deteſted, oh what an abhominable and beaſt- 
ly thing is ſinne, a moſt uncleanc uncleannefle , and 

impure impuritic, which makes God to turne 
away from us, becauſe of that?
